popular educational exhibit covering 
both Canada and the United States. 
T h i basis for this international 
system already exists, the scientists 
believe, in the national parks sys­ 
tems of the two nations. 
No polit I- 
ct! or adm inistrative union of the*# 
is advocated, but an international 
policy of complete conservation from 
industrial uses, backed by perfected 
laws in both countries. 
The association today issued the 
following from its headquarters in 
the Smithsonian Institution here: 
W hereas, by repeated action

/T 'H I S is the time of the year 
when green feeds are beginning 
to come in.

Add a little w ater and 
bake until the rhubarb is done. 
Serve hot or cold, with cream. 
Fruit Salad.—Dice three or four 
apples, squeeze over them a little 
lemon juice; add one cupful of 
quartered marshmallows, one diced 
banana and two slices of pineapple, 
cut into dice. To a cupful of thick 
cream, whipped, add two table­ 
spoonfuls of mayonnaise dressing. 
Pour this over the salad and chill 
before serving. 
Rhubarb Dessert.—Stew a pound 
of rhubarb in just enough water to 
corer or to keep it from burning. 
Sweeten to taste and put through 
a sieve. 
When cold add a cupful 
of whipped cream ; mix well and 
serve in sherbet cups with a bit of 
pineapple and a maraschino cherry 
on top of each glass. Fresh straw­ 
berries may be substituted, if de­ 
sired.
